ON THE ISSUES. 


Congressman Knox made an excellent 
address Thursday night before the 
members of the English Social club in 
St. George's hill. 

It was the first tariff speech he has 
made for some time and was replete 
with convincing arguments. 

The attention of his auditors was 
called to the greatly increased exports, 
especially of manufactured products, 
which, the congressman argued, is most 
certainly one of the beneficent results 
of the Republican principie of the col- 
lection of revenue. 

Congressman Knox argued that the 
tariff has assisted in bringing about an 
unprecedented condition of prosperity 
in the country. Such prosperity has 
never been known, he claimed under 


Democratc alministration since the 
days of Jackson. 
The speaker referred to the great 


benefits obtained from maintaining the 
gold standard. ‘Bryan! said the con- 
gressman," is a free trader and he is a 
free silver man or he is nothing. He 
asks us to throw away the prosperity 
which has resulted from the gold 
standard.

The speaker said that the Democrats 
make a great cry about ®imperialism, 
merely as a blind, to conceal their free 
silver hobby.

The Political Situation. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5—Everyboily 
is talking about McKinley’s masterly 
diplomacy. Of course here in Washing- 
ton people. have had an opportunity to 
observe closely everything that is going 
on, and are perfectly aware that the 
difficult Chinese problem has ‘been han- 
dled by the President in a most skill- 
ful manner. But it is not only here 
that this sort of talk is heard, for peo- 
ple all over the country are evidentiy 
gratified that our President has taken 
the lead in every diplomatic move re- 
lating to China, and that he has met 
every problem in a most skillful man- 
ner,.and has placed, Washington in the 
lead in matters relating to world 
events. On a train the other day, in 
Nhe smoking car, there was a general 
discussion of the Chinese situation, 
when, some man broke loose in about 
this fashion: “You can all say what 
you please about this Chinese situation, 
and what has been done, but I tell you 
right now that the people that I have 
talked with are mighty well pleased 
with the way President McKinley has 
handled the situation. (He has been 
r.ght there at home in Canton most of 
the time, handling these questions for 
himself. He. has met every shrewd Chi- 
nese move with a counter reply that 
has received the approval of every 
right-thinking man in this country, and 
has started the tongues of the diplo- 
matic world wagging about his ability 
in a trying situation. You can all talk 
as much as you please about this man 
or that man, but everybody knows 
that McKinley has done the right thing 
and that he is the right kind of a man 
to trust with any difficult situation 
that may come up. If there was not an- 
other thing to his credit, the manner in 
which the has handled this Chinese 
problem ought to re-elect him to the 
Presidency.” 

I found upon inquiry that this man 
was not a politician at all, but a plain 
business man, who looked at things 
from a practical standpoint, and who 
judged thingson—their—merits.._Now 
there are a great many men _ going 
about the country taiking in. this “sort 
of way, and they are not doing it as 
politicians, but as American citizens, 
with a pride in their country. One good 
thing about it is that such statement 
as these cannot be denied. There were 
two or three Democrats in the party, 
and they could not gainsay a single ul- 
terance that the gentleman made re- 
garding the splendid achievements of 
the McKinley administration in this 
dealing with the Chinese problem. 

Some Democrats who in their anxiety 
to say something against the adminis- 
tration, have endeavored to criticise the 
action of the President in sending 
troops to rescue the American minister 
andthe American citizens imprisoned 
in the Chinese capital as “imperial- 
ism.” But such utterances have proven 
so unpopular that nearfy every man 
who has said anything on that line has 
had to explain. One of the most recent 
explanations of that kind came from L. 
W. Habercrom, who evidently talked 
too much at the recent Indianapolis 
gathering. When he got back to Wash- 
ington Halbercrom had to explain, and 
attempted to modify his statement. The 
modification amount to about this: ‘‘It 


of the ‘American citizens, but it was 
wrong for McKinley to do it.” 

There are a few chronic kickers who 
insisted that before anything was done 
or before the troops were f£ent, or now 
that the troops are there, awaiting the 
pacification of China, so that negotia- 
tions can go forward for a settlement, 
that Congress should be called into ses- 
sion. They want something of that sort 
to plunge the country into a state of 
uncertainty and trepidation. (Now no 
one wants war with China, and barring 
a very few persons, no one wants Con- 
gress in session. More than that, the 
satisfaction with which every act of the 
President is viewed is a guarantee that 
bh has taken the right course, and that 
his position will be endorsed. This talk 
about getting Congress in session in 
order to raise an army is one of_ the 
most absurd propositions that the Dem- 
ocrats have advanced. It Would take 
months to raise a volunteer army after 
it was authorized by Congress, and ev- 
erything so far has shown that the 
raising of such an army is absolutely 
unecessary. One of the brightest pages 
in the history of this administration 
will be the manner in which it has 
dealt with the difficult Chinese situa- 
tion. 

Curbstone political arguments are 
oftentimes unprofitable, but at the same 
| time gems of thought sometimes are 

heard in these same discussions that 
are well worth recording and setting 
‘before the American people. ‘Tell me 
what Bryan stands for?’’ I heard a man 
in an ouside town say to a Bryanit2 
who was trying to make some impres- 
sion upon a small crowd who were lis- 
tening. It is needless to say the ques- 
tion was not answered, for any state- 
ment as to what the Democratic can- 
didate stands for is almost sure to be 
misleading, and promptly denied by 
anyone arguing the other side. 

Four years ago Bryan stood for free 
silver; for practical destruction of the 
Supreme Court; for the Chicago riots; 
for a reduction of the tariff, which 
would ‘bring ‘back the disastrous Dem- 
ocratic times from 1893 to 1896. His 
careful avoidance of such issues in his 
speech of acceptance shows that Bryan 
is a shiftly politician, and that he does 
not stand for free silver as he did in 
1896, but that he has taken up another 
cry which he thinks is popular. Bryan 
does not stand for the same things now 
that he stood for when the Kansas City 
convention met, and a little brief inside 
history of how the so-called “‘imperia!- 
ism’” was made the ‘paramount issue” 
will show how Bryan shifted his posi- 
tion in order to catch what he thought 
was a popular wave. 

Everybody knows that Bryan forced 
16 to 1 in. the Democratic platform. It 
was by threatening to refuse the nomi- 
nation unless it was specifically de- 
clared. After the committee on resolu- 
tions had, by a narrow margin, inserted 
16 to 1, there was a threat that a minor- 
ity report would be made, and the silver 
issue would be fought out on the floor 
of the convention. It was well known 
that two-thirds of the convention did 
not want 16 to 1 mentioned, and there 
was some fear that it might be voted 

out. In order to avoid a fight in the 
convention the 16 to 1 men on the com- 
mitte on resolutions, allowed the op- 
ponents to draft the plank, making 
“imperialism” thé ‘paramount issue” 
and that was the way it came to be 
the leading feature of the platform as 
reportel. The delegates who were dis- 
appointed in again having to face 16 to 
1 took advantage of that declaration 
to make a violent demonstration which 
seemed to give it prime importance at 
the Kansas City gathering. It was 
their effort to smother the silver ques- 
tion and to exhibit their antipathy to 
having 16 to 1 thrust upon them that 
they made so much of the “paramount 
issue.” 


‘Now Bryan takes this more seriously 
than was warranted by the facts, and 
so he has shifted his position to an 
issue which the anti-silver men on the 
platform committee made, and instead 
of having the reputation for a sturdy 
and stanch advocate of the old princl- 
ples he is now posing as the leading 
‘“anti-imperialist” in thé country. And 
so the query, ‘‘What does Bryan stand

How To Get to Boston Cheaply. 


When the Lawrence & Reading cars 
run to Andover Square, as they are 
bound to do before long, business men 
and others who are obliged to go into 
Boston often will find these cars a great 
convenience and the means of not a 
little saving to them. Season ticket 
holders will continue to take the train 
in Andover, for thus they can go in and 
out for a very small sum. It’s the men 
and women shoppers who go in once or 
twice a week who will be benefitted the 
most, because in many instances they 
will probably be enabled to take a car 
right at their doors and have only the 
walk of six or eight» minutes from the 
car at Reading Square to the depot, a 
little over a quarter of a mile, perhaps. 

For the benefit of such persons as will 
use this means of reaching Boston very 
frequently, the ‘Townsman will state that 


the fare from Andover to Reading on 
the Lawrence & Reading line is ten 
cents and that the regular fare from 
Reading to Boston over the Boston & 
Maine railroad is twenty-five cents, while 
by using a twenty-five or fifty ride book, 
(the former soon to be issued), one may 
go to the “Hub” from Reading for twelve 
and a half cents. By electrics through 
Arlington or through Wakefield and 
Malden the fare would be fifteen cents. 
Transfers may be obtained on the Wake- 
field car for Melrose Highlands, where a 
change is made for Boston, the remain- 
ing fares being five cents to Malden and 
five cents from Malden te Boston. 

Published below is a time table of the 
trains running between Reading & Bos- 
ton from which may be determined what 
ear té take from Andover to connect 
with trains from Reading. The running 
time of the L. & R. road is one-half hour 
from the top of the hill in Andover to 
the Square in Reading and to walk the 
remaining distance to the depot should 
not take over six to eight minutes. 

The running time of the B. & M. road 
between Reading and Boston is thirty- 
six minutes. 

As stated in a previous issue the elec- 
trics make half hourly trips between 
Andover & Reading,’and run from 6,15 
in the morning, (Sundays at 8.15), until 
10.45 at night.

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One Track is Enough. - 


School street residents are up in arms 
over the suggestion of a street railway 
track from the hill to the square 
through their borders; and they ought 
to be. 

The proposition is a natural one for 
the railway people to make, and con- 
sists, in a nutshell of a request by the 
Reading and Lawrence railway, for an 
extension of tracks from the pfesent 
terminus to Elm square. The direct 
route is-down Main. street over the line 
now occupied by the L, L. & H. com- 
pany. To guard: against a complete 
shut out, and to have the question con- 
sidered from al] standpoints, a second 
route is proposed through School and 
Central streets to Elm square. 

The extension is an important one to 
the road, and to the travelling public. 
The present terminus is a very unsatis- 
factory one, leaving passengers without 
shelter, and in mud, and with the 
promise later of slush and snow and 
cold. The road must certainly suffer 
from such neglect of its patrons, and 
these patrons are bound to become of- 
fended at such treatment. Added to 
this is the very great nuisance which 
the residents of the hill have forced 
upon them, by a quarter hourly dump- 
ing of a load of trespassers in their 
very front. yards. Every side of the 
question gives emphasis to the need of 
changing the transfer station to the 
business part of the town. 

The question then is not why, it is 
how. The answer is certainly very 
plain, if not very easy of fulfillment; 
send the Reading and Lawrence cars 
over the L. L. & H. track to the square, 
and leave the adjustment of costs aind 
payment for the same to the Railroad 
commissioners. 

The beauties of School street asa 
residential street need no. parading be- 
fore the Andover public, in. urging its 
preservation from electric poles and 
wires. There should really be no need 
to present any such reasons against a 
line of cars on that street. There is 
absolutely not one single call for the 
cars to go there so long as the direct 
route may be secured by the positive 
action of the selectmen. The direct 
power may not be placed absolutely, in 
their hands, but there is not a particle 
of question but that their grant of a 
location over the L. L.’& H. traeksito 
the Reading road, backed by an official 
request to the L. L. & H. road to alldw 
the use of their track, subject to the 
adjustment of rates by the Railroad 
commissioners, would bring about the 
most desirable result. 

There may be many citizens who 
can see the necessity of a new route, 
but we have yet to hear any such ex- 
pression. The feeling is apparently 
universal that both roads should use 
the same track from the hill to the 
square, and that the selectmen should 
be: firm in securing such a result. 

Meanwhile in the consideration of 
this new proposition, there seems to be 
the same old tendency to insist upon 
the “track to the R. R. station” rider. 
So far the Andover selectmen have 
persistently and consistently refused to 
make one road serve as a club to force 
another. We most heartily commend 
them for this attitude. It is no fairer 
to demand a spur to the railroad in 
return for the concession of a right of 
way to North Andover, than it would 
be to demand a spur to Ballardvale or 
West Parish. Let every rvad stand 
upon its own merits, and let the one 
test for any and all be the best good of 
the largest number, preserving at all 
times the beauty and charm of the 
town we all love, but dealing justly 
and fairly with every force that makes 
for real growth and progress. 


Editorial Cinders. 


There are several cigar dealers in 
Andover who should have a greater 
care in respect to the sale of tobacco 
and cigarettes to young boys. — It is 
understood that they have been 
warned by the police, but it is known 
that they continue to sell to boys not 
over ten years of age. A good stiff fine 
in court might increase the general 
respect for this important law. ;

FELL TO HIS DEATH 


James Ross Instantly Killea at ‘the 


Tyer Rubber Factory Wednesday 
Afternoon, 


James Ross, a machinist at the 1. 
Rubber shop, fell through a ‘fai hed 
on the third floor of the new part of the 
Tyer Rubber company’s works, Wednes- 
day afternoon, about two o'clock, strik 
ing on his head, and was instantly killed, 
It was a most unfortunate fatality and 
cast a gloom over the whole factory, 

Superintendent MeTernen of the fac. 
tory explained the accident to the 
Townsman representative, He said 
that Ross and a companion were re- 
placing the trap door when the com- 
panion slipped and to keep his balance 
released the door, shouting to Ross “Let 
go, let go.” Ross did not obey a 
parently thinking that he could hold it 
as the door weighed only sixty to 
seventy-five pounds, but when it struck 
the edge it pulled him over and he dove 
through to the second floor, a distance 
of a little over eleven feet. The top of 
his head was crushed in when he struck 
and We died ivetintly. Ge : 

These men had replaced the door sey- 
eral times ‘previously and knew how to 
handle it, so that no blame can be at- 
tached to anyone, Everything has been 
done by the authorites at ‘Tyer’s to in- 
sure the safety of their employees and 
very few. serious accidents have hap- 
pened heretofore. 

James Ross was thirty-seven years of 
age. He was-born in Ireland but has 
resided in America for many years. He 
came to this vicinity from Douglas, 
Mass,, working for a time at Davis & 
Furber Machine company’s in North 
Andover. He had been employed by 
the Tyer Rubber company for about a 
year anda half and was considered to 
be a competent and trustworthy work- 
man, 

He is survived by his third wife, 
married less than a year ago, and by six 
children, the two oldest of whom are 
young men employed at T'yer’s and at 
Smith & Dove's, 

The {funeral was held Friday after- 
noon at 2 o’clock. from his late home. 
Burial was in Spring Grove cemetery. 
Mr. Ross was a member of the Reform 
church, Lawrence. *

Labor Day in Lawrence. 


Nature smiled her sweetest on La- 
bor’s holiday this year, September’s 
first Monday being almost as rare as a 
day in June, when “if ever come perfect 
days.” 

The celebration of the day, which is 
Labor’s own ‘was one off the best known 
in this vicinity since 'the holiday was 


recognized, success being due to the.co-. 


operation of the .city government and 
the Central Labor union, the fine 
weather and the interest of the general 
public, | 

The program so carefully arranged by 
the city fathers and ithe labor commit- 
tee was carried out without a hitch, The 
different events were varied enough to 
please all. The snorts in the morning 
entertained thousands and the Central 
Labor union’s field at the Riding park 
inthe afterneen proved to be a popular 
feature. Those who participated in the 
parade had a chance to see the interest 
which had been aroused in the event, 
the streets along the line of march be- 
ing thronged with people. There was 
some disappointment expressed that 
there were not more men in line, but 
the unions all presented a good appear- 
ance and on the whole the parade was 
satisfactory. 

The holiday gave one a chance to get 
an idea of the size of this big mill city. 
There were people everywhere, crowds 
attending all the different features of 
the celebration, yet thousands were 
away from the city altogether, thou- 
sands madé the trip to Glen Forest and 
thousands spent the day at the beaches, 
travelling to and fro for the most part 
in the electric cars, which did a record- 
breaking business. It seems as if ev- 
erybody in Lawrence must have ap- 
peared on the street at some time dur- 
ing the day, for notwithstanding the 
numerous attractions in this vicinity, 
Essex street was thronged constantly. 

The.children had a glorious time. Two 
entertainments were given in their 
honor in city hall during the forenoon 
and constant applause showed that the 
little ones appreciated what had been 
done for them. 

One of the events of the morning pro- 
gram, the whippet race, was a novelty 
and a decidedly popular one. The run- 
ning of the dogs caused much favora- 
bile comment, 

‘The police, aided by a large force of 
specials, had plenty to do to keep the 
enthusiastic crowd in the proper place. 
but there was little disorder. 

Flags were flung to the breeze 
throughout the city and on all sides 
the ‘holiday air was apparent. It was 
conspicuously an outing day, cares be- 
ing thrown aside for the nonce while 
attention was given to the enjoyment 


.of ‘the celebration and the subsequent 


trips to the country where nature add- 


ed to the pleasures of the day. The heat 


was not so great but that comfort was 
in the reach of all who could find a 
shady spot. 


THE P*RADE. 


The principal feature of the celebra- 
tion was the parade, in which about 
six hundred union men of this city par- 
ticipated. Chief Marshal John B, Cam- 
eron and his aids had everything ar- 
ranged so that there was little delay 
about the start. The line began to 
move before ‘ten o’clock and soon after 
eleven-o’clock the parade was dismis- 
sed at city hall.

The parade formed in three divisions, 
the first on Lawrence street, the second 
on Common street, east, and the third 

on Common street, west. , 

The route was as follows: Lawrence 
street 'to Essex, to Union, to Haverhill, 
to Lawrence, to Oak, to Cross, to 
Broadway, to Park, to Essex, to Law- 
rence, to Common, to city hall. 

At city hall the line was reviewed by 
Mayor Leonard and the members of the 
city government, and also by the judg- 
es, Bajor William H. Flynn, Major Jo- 
seph H. Joubert, and William J. Mc- 
Carthy. The prizes were awarded as 
follows: First, Iron.Moulders; second, 
Bartenders; third, Painters and Deco- 
rators; fourth, Horse-shoers; fifth, 
Mule Spinners. 

The Iron ‘Moulders turned out in good 
numbers and they added to their at- 
tractivéness by their neat uniforms. 
The Bar Tenders were also in uniform 
and their ranks were well filled. 

The Mule Spinners> displayed many 
placards, two of which were: “Show 
me a scab and I’ll show you a bum.” 
“All honor to the city government of 
1900 for they have recognized union la- 
bor.” 

The painters in their inscriptions 
claimed a victory for eight hours. 

One of the features of the parade was 
a cart drawn by a sturdy pair of goats. 
The team was in charge of 'two boys in 
white duck suits who were advertising 
Short Bros’ pork pies. The rear of the 
procession was brought up by caravan 
advertising Lane’s union sale of horses, 

With the Horse-shoers was a horse 
which bore the placard, ‘‘Union shod,” 
Another horse, which was _ noticably 
lame, followed, bearing the inscription 
“Scab shod.” 

The Carriage Workers rode over the 
route in carriages which appeared to 
have excellent springs, 

It was rather warm to march, but 
none felt the heat as did the heavy 
weights among ‘the wine clerks. Many 
of them will not be so heavy by pounds 
for many a day as they were yesterday 
morning before the parade started. 


HEAD CRUSHED. 


The most inexpensive way of re- 
moving an old ‘building was conclu- 
sively demonstrated Tuesday after- 
noon when the owner of an old 
double cottage in the rear of 128 Com- 
mon street gave permission to the 
awaiting rabble to tear the building 
down. * 

The excitement and fun, however, 
was climaxed at about half past three 
when the comedy ended in a tragedy. 
Robert Goodwin, one of the men em- 
ployed by J. H. Couch, the owner of the 
building to watch and aid in the remov- 
al of the building was working under 
the roof knocking the chimney down 
when the roof caved in, crushing him to 
the floor, or rather the remains of the 
floor. 

Willing hands of more than fifty 
spectators rushed to the rescue and 
found the man unconscious with a s-- 
vere gash about six inches long on his 
head. 

Dr. Crawford was called and the man 
was removed to the hospital where he 
remained unconscious. Owing to the 
unconsciousness no hopes were extend- 
ed the wife and several children of the 
unfortunate man’s. recovery. Mr. 
Goodwin is a man of about forty-five 
years of age and lives at 128 Common 
street. 

The scramble for the wood was a re- 
markable_ sight. Italians, Syrians, 
Poles, in fact almost every nation, men, 
women and children and even one 
Chinaman fought, yelled and pounded 
away at the old building. Bed ticks, 
carts, improvised drags, carts, clothes- 
line, in fact enough rope to fit a full 
rigged ship were means of transporta- 
tion of the winter’s warmth. Ham- 
mers, hatchets, crowbars and bricks 
were the favorite tools for tearing off 
the boards and planks. ‘Men tearing 
at the roof and prying clapboards threw 
the pieces to the children who in the 
excitement didn’t notice being hurled 
over by a falling door or shelf thrown 
out of the window, and as a result 
many black eyes and _ innumerable 
black and blue spots are testimonials 
of the afternoon’s rampage. The rush, 
which easilv eclipsed any college ‘“‘ruh” 
began at about one o’clock and by five 
o’clock nothing remained but the floor 
and a heap of bricks and comparatively 
little wood buried beneath the refuse of 
the chimney. The accident had no ef- 
fect upon the rabble. No sooner was 
the roof lifted and the body carried 
away than they were again working 
like demons. 

Goodwin regained consciousness at 
the hospital Wednesday afternoon and 
the officials reported at 2.30 that there 
was hope of his recovery.
